In reply, Pope Pius inuded the 
work of the Americgn people for 
peace and called for a peace which 
és real and solid, Just and during 
among all mankind.

Rome, Decembor 24. 
Tho 1950 Holy Year of the Roman Catholic Church 
opened today to the thundorous greoting of 
a million Catholics gathered at Rome's four 


basilicas. 


Outside St. Peter’s, St. Mary’s, St. John Lateran 
and St. Paul's huge throngs of faithful chant- 


ed thanks. 

The Holy Year doors of the 
four great churches opened 
simultancously to inaugurate 
the Holy Year. It was the be- 
ginning of year-long celebra- 
tlon for the sanctificatlon of 
Catholics. 

Thirty-six foreign countries 
were represented officially at 
St. Peter's when Pope 
Plus gave three symbolic raps 
with a gold and ivory hammer 
on the Holy Door and besought 
its opening. Cardinals were nam~- 
ed as delegntcs to open the doors 
of the other three churches. 

As the Holy Doora swung open 
thousands of church bells of 
Rome bern half en hour oc 
vibrant) pealing and squares 
around the basilicas began filing.

Year began at 10 aan when the 
Pope entered the Sisiine chapel 
fo pray, He nscended to his chal 
and each member of the Papal 
cortege, holding a decorated 
candies, move to the door open:

Popo 
rained the hammer for the 
Ahird time and sang, “Open 
the doors, for God Ia with ua.”

The 'Pope 
knelt on the threshold In silence 
for a moment, than rose and en- 
tered the basilica followed by 
the ececlesiastic hierarchy. 

The Pope proceeded to the 
Gregorian Chapel and seated him- 
selt upon tha gestatorial chair, 
then the Papal procession march- 
ed down through o throng of 40,- 
06 admitted inside the basilica. 

Cardinal Canalis pleaded in 
for the Pope to proclaim his 
apostolic blessing on all present 
and also procilalm, for them 
plenary indulgence. The Pope 
granted the request extending 
plenary Indulgence to ,all =who 
witnessed the ceremonies ot any 
of the four basilicas, all those

The Wroclaw spy trial came 
to an end today with the 
passing of sentences on the 
accused. 

Varylt Bukisow, 24-year-old 
Feeneh citizen of Russian orighs, 
waar sentenced to 14 vears but will 
serve only nine. 

Joseph Feideisen, 50-3 car-ledt 
French worker in Wroclaw, was 
sentenced to 12 years but will 
serve elght and have his property 
confiscated. 

Albert Hoffman, 44-year-old 
muster spinner, claiming French 
natlonallty, was sentenced to 11 
Years but js to serve seven. Hix 
property w:ll also be confiscated. 

Jan Kubisiak, 26-year-old 
French-born Polish citizen, was 
sentenced to 20 yenrs but is to 
serve nine years, He is to los 
civil rights for four years. 

Withelm Hild, a 48-year-old 
mining engineer employed tn Po- 
Jand since the war, wos sentenced 
to six years’ Imprisonment all of 
which are to be served. Hild was 
found not guilty of sabotage. 

Time spent In prison in the 
course of awaiting = trlul—nins 
munths—will be deducted from 
ail the sentences. 

The four French defendants 
were charged with having accept-~ 
ed large sums of money from 
French Embassy and Consular 
offictals !n Poland to collect mill- 
tary, economic and political tn- 
formation and helping in plan- 
ning industrial sabotuge. 

Hild and Rublsiak were accused 
of working for the alleged French 
spy network.—Reuter

THE SACRED 
MESSAGE. 


Hong Kong has its own pet 
xrumbles, but there are not 
many places in Asia or Europe 
which greet this great Fes- 
tival of Christendom with 
more obvious signs of 
material-if not spiritual— 
hounty. There are aches and 
pains, and anxieties and 
stresses, but there is a lot to 
be thankful for, Old resi- 
dents have only to think back 
four or five years, many of the 
new ones sill less, to realise 
this And af the right yard- 
suck ts employed, what is 
true of Hong Kong is true of 
this world as a whole, for 
great and good things are 
happening below all the froth 
and fury of the cold war. 

‘The old world of city States 
yave place to the nation 
States. Their path to this 
slow evolution was grim and 
bloody, for men have been 
longer at war than at peace 
throughout history. Now the 
nation-States are being sub- 
merged, and their inter- 
necine wars with them we 
hope, in far larger group- 
ings. There is still, alas, the 
Great Divide and two worlds 
instead of one, But the lesser 
divides are going fast. Look 
at Western Europe, for so 
long the cockpit of the world! 
Unity is being fashioned out of 
the debris of the war-ridden 
past, and by consent. In 
Eastern Europe it is being 
imposed by the most intimate 
forms of compulsion, doomed 
sooner or. later to fail, but 
perhaps creating a founda- 
tion for the more durable 
unity that comes only from 
a sense of conviction in the 
hearts of men. 

There is a_ still greater 
thing: one thinks of it in 
terms of a miracle, It is the 
emergence of the United 
States from its long and 
stubborn isolation into a 
generous and forthright 
leader in larger unities— 
and ‘always ‘on, the basis of

Learned lesson 

To some of us outsiders also he 
seemed to play an increasing part 
in the formution of Belgian policy.

Leopoid undoubtedly belleved 
that he could thus best shield hist 
subjects from the worst effects 
of the German foccupation, In 
that he was probably mistaken;

why, It seems, however, that ho 
was sceptical of any prospect of 
Nberation, and tried to “make 
the best of 4 bad job.”

A very welcorne firmness of 
purpose was shown in the 
declaration by the Minister of 
State to resist interference by 
the United Nations with, our 
own Colonies, where British 
suzerainty js unqualified and 
not open to challenge, and to 
limit intervention in the aff- 
airs of Mandated Territories 
strictly to the terms of the 
Mandate. 


Any suggestion that our volun- 
tary offer to supply certain in~ 
formation on cconomic, e¢duca- 
thonal and social conditions {n our 
own Colonial dependencies should 
be expanded to cover na right to 
meddle in their affairs, and to have 
information concerning their poll- 
(ical and constitutional develop- 
ment, would clearly bo intoler- 
able. 


Even in relatlon to the Man- 
dated Territories our  responsi- 
bility for thelr administration and 
our right to accept or reject ad- 
vice are not open to question, 

Divided responsibility for ad- 
ministration inevitably lenda to 
chaos and incompetence. Nothing 
could be less in the interests of 
the dependent peoples. 

If onn reftects on the difficulty 
of creating an Intelligent and in- 
formed pubiie opinion, even in 
England and even after long 
Kenepations of experience in 
Colonial administration, the Ilke- 
lihood of outside international 
Interference being anything but 
vexatious and harassing is remote, 


Out of balance 


The progress of the Colonial 
Powers towards an enlightened 
policy of partnership with depen~ 
dent peoples in thelr journcy 
towards self-government has been 
based on mutual understanding 
and a growing appreciation of 
thelr cconomit possibilities and 
thelr personal capacity, In my 
own opinion the streas which has 
been laid upon political and con- 
stitullonal advance has been and 
sUll is so heavy as to throw the 
machine out of balance, 

The governing factor ts pace. 
No one with practical experience 
of Colonial administration would 
be Nkely to deny that the present 
pace of political advance towards 
na mere facade of self-government 
has outstripped the necessary 
economic and educational ad- 
vanee, without which the political 
structure becomes a hollow sham. 

Where are the engineers and 
doctors and agriculturists, the 
veterinary officers, the education 
oMcers, the nurses and so on all 
through the —_ professions—the 
qualified professional men and 
women without whom the whole 
burden uf maintaining a medern 
state must still fall upon import- 
ed European officers? 

To talk of self-government 
without such a background of 
trained men is sheer political 
clap-trap. What is tho use of pre- 
tending that political and cun- 
stitutional changes can produce 
the enterprise and integrity necd- 
ed for administrative and business 
responsibility? 

After years and years of Com- 
missions and discussions about It 
and about, at last somo progress 
is being made with educational 
facilities and some -conclusions 
havo been reached about the right 
sort of education. Suitable stress 
ls now being Inid upon facilities 
for technical education, but for 
very many years to. come educa- 
tional: facilities will not be equal 
to the need.

Lack of confidence “) 


But again there is no immediate 
prospect of most of the Colonies 
ever being able to afford the s0- 
celal services they are. now being 
taught to expect os of right. Under 
the ausplees of the Socialist Gov- 
ernment the vague iden In being 
encournged that in some my- 
sterlous way Colonial, peoples 
have in the past been defrauded 
of their right to services they havo 
never possessed, have never been 
able to afford and are never ikely 
to be able to afford on tho scale 
now envisaged. 


In my view there are two 
under-lying reasons why the fcel- 
Ing of Insecurity and uncertainty 
pervades the Colonial Empire. [t 
{ns cosy to say that the cause ja a 
complete lack of confidence tn the 
present Government, on the part 
both of Europeans and of the 
people of the different countries. 
One must seek the basis of the 
[nck of confidence. It Is twofold. 


First, most of the members of 
the present Cabinet probably co 
not wholeheartedly believe in 
our Colonial mission, It ts doubt- 
ful whether they have a true con- 
ception of the vital importance 
of the Colonial Empire, nor have 
they any pride in its record, 


They are the prisoners of their 
own past, during which they have 
felt that there was something 
shameful in the record, Hence the 
half-hearted apologetic attitude 
towards forcign critics and indeed 
towards claimant nationalist or- 
ganisations in the Colonies, and 
tho weak, irresolute amiability 
which has stood proxy for leader- 
ship and control, 


Secondly, there Is ignoranct— 
the militant, — self-opinionated, 
arrogant ignorance of men with 
set, preconceived ideas, There 
bas olways been ignorance of 
Colonial affairs in Britain, both 
in the Cabinet and out of it, but 
In ecnrller days it was quiescent 
and o Secretary of State for the 
Cotonies who waa Interested in 
hin job could manoge it without 
undue interference. That [9 not 
so today, when the measure of 
a man's ignorance Is the measure 
of hin claim to be heard, 


For instance, Whitehall has 
tried 1o push British trade un~ 
lonism on the Chinese of: Malayan, 
who have centurles of experience 
about such unions and their pos- 
sible use for politteal, socint and 
economic pressure, and on tho 
Aricans of West Africa, who 
have not yet any oppreciation of 
the corporate spirit and industrial 
purpose of trade unlonism, 

The past four years have 
been the heyday of the doctrin-~ 
aire, The imposition of tdeas from 
thls country upoh countries not 
ripe for them -has increased , tho 
ferment arising: from the econo- 
mic and political aftermath of a 
second world:.war. : : 

Let me urge again that what 
we need Is confident leadérship— 
at home and abroad.
